January,'-a charge being matte 
for every lifty pounds, except that this-, 
rule'will not prevail in states where bi- 
cycles .are checked according to the law. 
Baby carriages, go-carts and sleighs will 
go under the same rules as bicycles. 


Only the regular allowance on first- 


class tickets will be allowed to be chock-1 
ed on passes, no matter by whom this 
transportation is held. Excess baggnge 
will be subject, ,.0 charges-per 100 pounds 
of not less tliiin twelvp per cent of the 
highest first-class limited fare. A charge 
of 5 ccnls will be made for lost checks. 
Dogs will be carrier iu crates when pro- 
vided with collar, chain and tag. 


Bodies of dead persons will require one 


full fare ticket /or the person in charge 
and one first cluss ticket for t-he body. 
This is a change from the rulca hereto- 
fore in effect, aJlowing the corpse to go 
at a. half-fare rate, when accompanied by 
a person paying full- fare. Besides this, 
the movement of nil.corpses from place 
to place will be covered by an excess 
baggage check.

:As yet the identity of the un- 


fortunate man lias not been fully estab- 
lished. 


The accident happened on. the Chicago 


& Northwestern railway, one and a quar- 
ter miles south of County Line, between 
4 and 5 o'clock this morning. A special 
south 
bound 
freight 
train, engineer 


Warner and Conductor Peck in charge,, 
struck and killed the stranger. 


It was shortly before-4 o'clock when a 


man, apparently 53 years of age, cleanly, 
shaven, weighing 170 pounds, 5 ft. S in. 
tall and heavy built, carrying a small 
bag, entered the station at County IJnc. 


The agent engaged 
in 
conversation 


with the, strcnger and learned that he 
had been in Milwaukee; his home was 
.Kenosha. and lie was out of money and 
hnd no means of living or to travel. 


Not long after he left the station and 


i is supposed that lie started to walk to 
Racinn or Kcnoshn. There was a freight 
train coming north and a special running 
south. The man evidently stepped oil 
tlie track and out of the way of the 
north bound train and on to the crick' 
in front of the special. Failing to see it 
he .was struck aild thrown into the air 
and dropped beside the track. 


The train' was stopped as soon as pos- 


sible and the man was found by the 
train crew to be dead. The body was 
placed ill the. caboose, and'brought to this 
city and placed in. the baggage room at 
the depot.,, The.-ci:ew reported, the acci- 
dent and the^train went on to Chicago. 


Coroner Henry JS'elson 
%yas 
notified 


and ordered the body removed to the 
undertaking establishment 
of Robert 


Peterson. Xot a single scrap of paper 
was found on the body to establish the 
identity of the man. .die had no money 
and was poorly attired. Jn a bag which 
lie carried was found some bread and a 
pair of mittens and stockings. A close 
inspection of the. body would indicate 
thai the deceased is an Irishman. 


l)r. Sorenson, city physician, made an 


examination of the body. He found that 
the right legwa^ cut oil' above the ankle: 
the left foot injured; skull crushed-on' 
back of the head and that the ribs were 
broken and inside, literally smashed to 
pieces, although there were no external 
bruises to speak of. No doubt he was 
instantly killed. 


There is a theory that the man may 


have stepped in front of he rain with 
suicidal intent, for when he was at the. 
County 1-ine station he, appeared to be 
down hearted, almost frozen and dissat- 
isfied with his lot in life. The engineer 
and fireman of the rain sounded the dan- 
ger signal?, but they were not noticed 
by the unknown. 


Word has been sent to Kenosha »nd 


possibly some officer or other person will 
be here during the day and m.ike an ef- 
fort to identify the dead person.

HEVELIUS. 


Meteorological Phenomenon which Mark" 


Ml§torioalET«ntln A»t«momy. 


CLEVELAND, Dec. 7.—A remarkable 


meteorological 
observation 
that 
un- 


doubtedly wiil become historical in as- 
tronomy, was maUe here yesterday by 
Rev. Frederick Odenbach, S. J., profes- 
sor of. physics in St. Ignatius 
college 


The observation was that of great sun 
circle or.halo of Hevelius, which has on- 
ly been observed three times before and 
probably never so perfect. 


Preceding a. period of low paromctic 


pressure, halos are often noticed aboui 
the sun. The cohimonest of these haloi 
is one that appears at a, distance of 22 
degrees from the sun. An outer halo 
at a distance of forty-si:: degrees is alsr 
occasionally noted. But the great hal. 
of Hevelius at a distance of 90 degree 
as observed by Prof. Odenbach. is 
great'rarity, and hundreds of years maj 
pass before it is observed again. Th 
inner circle of twenty-two degrees was 
complete,, .portions, of the-forty-sis de- 
gree1 circle were 'distinct and the great 
circle of Hevelius ;wai distinct for half 
of its circumference.

According to reports' sent out further 


changes in the rules cohcerning the ship- 
ment'of baggage 
on Mhe Chicago & 


Northwestern railways-Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St, Paul railway and other roods, 
have been announced to go into effect 
on January 1. Long ago it was announc- 
ed that a limit would lie placed on the 
amount of excess baggage which can' be 
sent by the holder of a ticket. 


The new rule-is-.o'the eft'ect that 150 


pounds- of ordinary -baggage with each 
full-fare tteket shall be allowed free and 
75 pound.s with each half-fare 'ticket. 
Amounts over 25(Tpo'unds will not be acr 
cepted.from foreign emigrants. 


Bicycles and trycles will be subject to 


the rules for excess baggage after ;th«- 
first ipf. January,* a charge being made 
for every fifty pounds, except that thisr 
rule-will not prevail in states where bi- 
cycles are cheeked according to the la\v. 
Baby carriages, go-carts and sleighs will 
go under the same rules as bicycles. 


Only the regular allowance on first- 


class tickets will be allowed to be check-j 
ed on passes, no matter by whom this 
transportation is held. Excess baggage 
will be subject ..o charges-per 100 pounds 
of not less than twelve per cent' of the 
highest first-class limited fare. A charge 
of 5 cents will be made for lost checks. 
Dogs will be carrier in crates when pro- 
vided with collar, chain and tag. 


Bodies of dead persons will require one 


full fare ticket for the person in charge 
and one first class ticket for the body. 
This-is a. change from the rules hereto- 
fore in effect, allowing the corpse to go 
at a half-fare rate, when accompanied by 
a person paying full fare. Besides this, 
the movement of all.corpses from place 
to place will, be covered by an iexccss 
baggage ehe«k. 
•No order for forwarding checked bag- 
gage Avill be allowed unless first recog- 
ni/ed by conductor or baggageman, • or 
an officer. Only in the most urgent 
cases will passengers'bo allowed to open 
trunks en route. 


The free rural mail delivery route es-

Not long after he left the station and

Peterson. Not a single scrap of paper 
was found on the body to establish the 
identity of the man. aie had no money 
and was pooily attired.

A close 
inspection of the body would indicate 
that the deceased is an Irishman. 


Dr. Sorenson, city physician, made an 


examination of the body. He found that 
the right leg \vas» cut off above the ankle: 
the left foot inju)p<l, skull crushed on' 
back, of th'e head and that the ribs were 
broken and inside literally smashed to 
pieces, although there were no external 
bruises to speak of. No doubt he was 
instantly killed. 


There is a theory that the man may 


have stepped in front of he rain wit'h 
suicidal intent, for when he was at the. 
Comity Line station he appeared to be 
down hearted, almost frozen and dissat- 
isfied with his lot in life. The engineer 
and fireman of the rain sounded the dan- 
gei signals, but they is ere not noticed 
by the unknown.

ions of the convention. Xo votes were 
cast against it, but it was criticised very 
•harply "by Senators Money ami Bacon, 
iwho found in it many of the obieclions 
which they urged against the old treaty. 
They took especial exception to the pro- 
vision continuing in force the neutrality 
provision of the Olayton-Bulwer treaty 
and also made objection to the clause 
specifically authorizing thc'United States 
to police the canal aw placing a limitation 
upon the power of this country to abso- 
lutely control it. The contention was 
made that the effect of the treaty''sis 
jent to the senate would he to deprive 
the United States of control of the canal 
in case of war. 


Especial attention was called to the 


provision in the preamble of-tlie pend- 
ing treaty'reserving article 8 of the-Clay- 
ton-Bui wer treaty from the repeal pro- 
vision of the new treaty. The .portion 
of,this article of the old treaty to which 
especial objection was made reads -as 
follows: ''In granting, 
however, their 


joint protection to any such 
• canals or 


railways as are by. this article specified, 
it-i* always-understood by the United 
States and Great Britain that the par- 
ties constructing or owning the'same 
shall impose, no other charges or condi- 
tions of traffic thereupon than the afore- 
said governments shall 
approve of as 


just and equitable; and that the; same 
canals or railways, being oprn la the 
citizens and 
subjects 
of 
th« 
United 


States and Great Britain on equal terms 
shall also be open on like terms to the 
citizens and subjects of every other state 
which is willing to grant, thereto such 
protection as the 
United States- and 


Ureat Britain engage to afford.'' 


Senators .Money and Bacon did not go 


to the extent of "voting agninst-the-re- 
port of the treaty and they acknowledge 
they arc anxious to sec it ratified be- 
cause of their great desire to have the 
canal built. Still they insisted that the 
•treaty as it now stands is very objection- 
able in case of contingency of war. 


Senator Frye presided over the meet- 


ing and he authorized Senator Lodge to 
report ths treaty to the'senate on Mon- 
day next in case there should he an ex- 
ecutive session on that day". ' It a!sx> was

of

The truth is many aban- 
doned farms are as capable of cultiva- 
tion as ever in some districts, and 
the 


ever growing big cities are as responsible1 


as any 
cause, for this abandonment of 


cultivation of the soil. 


Mr, Whitney furnishes most valuable 


information upon the subject of irriga- 
tion and ha.s shown that large districts 
put under irrigation, have, proven fail- 
ures. because -the' irrigating water con- 
tained too much alkali. Irrigation ny 
no means always irrigates. A big con- 
tributing factor 
in the abandoning of 


lands to the >yeat wards is naturally a 
scarcity of v&t'er and the witness .says 
MIP public lauds of these styled arid dis- 
tricts is about 5(10,000.000 acres, and of 
Jhis vastnessjuit 3,600,000 acres were 
irrigated in the desert countries.

granted in the 
earner years of the 


great West, and replacing them with 
the people themselves would perhaps l:e 
one wise mission of the general, govern- 
ment, or if the general government itself 
took possession of every water 
right.

Public sentiment appears to fairly justi- 
fy congress in enacting a law to con- 
struct such a canal across the Nicara- 
gua part of the long narrow isthmus, 
even though the total cost may aggre- 
gate in excess of the highest estimates 
of our engineers. The public being pret- 
ty familiar with both the two principal 
talked of routes and conversant with the 
present status of the Panama canal have 
about made up its mind that any con- 
sideration of the Panama canal is mostly 
out of the question. Indeed it is likely 
that no mere international canal bar- 
gain counter can offer'Sufficient induce- 
ments for the country to take upon it- 
self this route so complicated with every 
sort of obstacles, tho principal obstacle 
being the investment of several thou- 
sand Frenchmen and the French govern- 
ment in several hundred millions of ex- 
pense, represented by canal stock. 


If the country is to have an isthmian 


canal, the country itself must be the 
owner 
in every respect. It must 
not 


lend its credit for future credit mobi'lier 
scandals, neither must it present any 
company with funds to build, nor lend 
its credit in any wise. The fact is the 
only way the people will sanction it is 
tlist of direct and positive ownership, 
with every American right reserved in- 
cluding the right of defending the canal 
against all comers in event of war or in- 
surrections. 


This winter should see some positive 


action' upon the part of congress. The 
latest official report will be before it and 
further expeditions are unnecessary. The 
truth is tne government and people can 
never know the cost of the canal by $50,- 
000.000 until it is completed.

PROTECT THE \VOODI.,AXDS. 


The wood pulp industry and paper in- 


dustry is becoming a more important 
factor in the destruction of our forests 
than even the lumber industry and such 
is the rapidity with which it is eating up 
the best of our woodlands, that legisla- 
tive action is becoming vitally necessary. 
Such action need not at 
all interfere 


with the industry, only in such manner 
as will compel tho factories to use dis- 
crimination in cutting down the timber. 
It is known beyond all question that 
nearly as much lumber has been wasted, 
as fjave been consumed under legitimate 
condition* - The manufacturers of. wood 
pulp, owning as they do, immense tracts 
of land, can most easily proceed upon a 
plan of forest culture that while using 
certain trees yet will not needlessly de- 
stroy trees not needed and can as .read- 
ily replace, every year in place, of those 
cut down. The same line of policy can 
be pursued by.our lumbering manufac- 
turers with the result that -the great 
svaiite may be checked. 


The growth of tho wood pulp end pa- 


per ' industry has 
been marvelous. 


Twenty years ago it was comparatively 
small; ten years ago the number of 
manufactories -we're 049, having a capi- 
tal of $8!>,S2i),548 
and 
production of

tioji $127,860,10-2. The use of rags in 
the manufacture, of .paper is now com 
paratively small, being only used for the 
higher grades.

To restore color of cashmere that has 


been splashed with mud. sponge the dis- 
colored parts with water with a small 
piece, of soda dissolved in it. 


Light 
suede gloves 
may safely be 


''cleaned with bread crumbs. Button the 
gloves on the hands and rub them thor- 
oughly with the crumbs. 


Cashmere and merino shawls may' • be 


cleaned by passing them through 
cold 


water having in it some solution of soap 
in spirits of wine and purified 
ox gall, 


and then through alum water. 


Mud stains on silk, ran generally be 


removed by rubbing with a piece of 
flannel. 
.Should a stain prove obdurate, 


rub it with a piece of linen saturated in 
spirit. 


Patent leather boots should never be 


cleaned 
with blacking. They 
should 


first be wiped with a damp sponge to 
reinove dirt, and then thoroughly dried 
and polished with a soft cloth. A little 
cream, oil or fresh butter may occasion- 
ally be used as a dressing. 


Rub badly discolored spots on silver 


with salt before the usual cleansing with 
flannel and chamois. A thick paste of 
prepared chalk and water with a few 
drops of ammonia or alcohol added is an 
excellent silver paste. 


To clean eream linen blinds stretch 


them on a table and rub them well witli 
powdered bathbrick applied with a piece 
of flannel. Blinds will look new when 
cleaned in this manner. 


If you desire-to break off a bottle or 


jiir evenly round the nock, you can do 
so quite, easily. Soak a piece of string 
in tnipcntine, and tie it around the bot- 
tle or jnr just where you desire to break 
it ofl', and fill thus far with cold water, 
Set Tire to the string, and the glass will 
snap off nil along the heated line.

flour, 1 quart sweet milk/a small % cup 
molasses, 2 teaspoons cream tartar, 1 


Cranberry Sauce.—Take equal meas- 


ure of berries and sugar. To a quart of 
berries allow nearly a pint of boiling 
water. Cook the berries slowly'till ten- 
der, then stir in' the sugar and cook a 
few moments longer. Prepared in this 
manner the 'berries retain their bright 
color. 


Prune Pudding—Make a nice corn- 


starch'pudding; tulcl 
one 
cupful of 


prunes which have been cooked and pres- 
sed through a colander; also the whites

to taste; place in a mold and set away 
to get very cold; serve with cream and 
sugar.

of well-washed and dried currants, two

Naples biscuits 


(sponge fingers), two 
ounces each of 


finely minced candied orange, lemon and 
citroii peel, one of grated nutmeg, a 
small quantity of powdered cloves, half 
a pint of brandy and a cupful of finely- 
chopped almonds and the juice and fine- 
ly-grated peel of a lemon are a great ad- 
dition. This mincemeat should be kept 
some time before using it.

ilADISOX, Wis., Dec. 7.—J. M. True, 


secretary .of tlie state board of agricul- 
ture, has issued the state crop report, of 
which the following is a summary; 


The later crops have been secured in 


good.condition; fall grains have made 
good growth and more land has 
been 


plowed than iri any past fall. Stock has 
remained on grass later than in the 
average season. Fall wheat and rye are 
in good condition 
to go into winter. 


Few locations report even fair stands of 
young clover from last spring's seeding, 
which will seriously affect the hay crop 
of 1902. In the central and northern 
parts of the state the «rop of clover 
seed has. been good, in some eases the 
yield being almost phenomenal. Prices 
of farm crops are much above the aven 
age of the past five years. 


Hog cholera is by no means1 genera), 


nor has it spread over any considerable 
district. Glanders have been 
reported 


from various parts of the state and is 
traceable to contagion from the invpdr- 
tation of \vestern range horses. It 
is 


feared that there is more tuberculosis 
among cattle than is generally supposed. 


In the summary of the crop report tho 


figures are essentially correct when ap- 
plied to the entire state. The following 
is the table of yields for 1901 and the 
prices prevailing Dec, 1:

bought the rings in Luzon and brought 
them home. They were seized in Chica- 
go for customs duty. The court decides 
that as they did not come from a foreign 
land they were not dutiable. 


"This decision follows that in the De 


Lima case with respect to imports from 
Porto Rico. In that case it was held that 
Porto Rico became American when the 
treaty 
was signed 
and that 
goods 


brought thence were not taxable, at our 
custom houses until congress decreed 
otherwise. After ratifying the treaty of 
Paris the senate adopted a resolution 
denying any intent to incorporate the 
Philippines into the United States. That

Under this decision all products of the

careful farmer will stock up with cows 
which he knows the first weighing and 
Babcock tests will show to be unprofit- 
able. The object of the dairyman 
should be to build up the herd witn 
cattle that are considered thorough- 
breds and, having once,-_,selected a 
breed, to adhere to it. Scrub cows are 
not given consideration in communities 
where dairying is a business. ,
